ANALYSIS 


A song cycle is a big challenge. The copyrights is a tremendeous hurdle. | tried to choose a few with 
minimum trouble, though | will have to translate some of them myself. 


| believe | have figure out the Lyrics for the Songs of Liberty. 


The text is both in English and Turkish. | work on both of them concurrently. | had to sent them to 
you seperately for technical reasons. 


Now, | will be able to begin on syllable analysis and adjust the texts so that they can be song in both 
languages with the same music. 


Sketch for the last poem of 'Songs of Liberty’. Phrigian mode is intentional. | could use Lydian mode 
but that is different from Lycia. This piece's function is closure. 


| intend to write the 4th piece, 'The fire of Xanthos' next. It gives the fundamental line of the whole 
work together with Donne's poem. The transition will be Eluard's two poems. The first two poems 
will be intro. 


Inevitably | will have to handle polymodality and modality embeded 12 tone, probably Eluard's 
liberty which is suitable for variations. 


IV - The Fire of Xanthos is attached below. Some retouches may be necessary later on. This is 
the peak of the whole work. 7 pieces will take 20-30 minutes all. 


| intend to work on Eluard's V - 'Never is the night completely dark’ 
Number VI is Donne's 'Nobody is an island alone’. 


A simple design could be:

Il- poly modal- atonal 

Ill Eluard's Liberty - 12 tone strict 
IV - The Fire of Xanthos atonal+polymodal 

V - 12 tone strict 

VI - poly modal church modes (Major character) 
VII - modal - poly modal

necessary later on. It turned out to be 1 min 30 sec. | had not designed the duration. | was more 
concerned about 12 tone strictness. 


Both horizontal and vertical. This is the highest point | have come in implementing 12 tone. 


Olly brought in the term 'Vivace' which is a gorgeous example of word painting, poem painting... 
Strange things happen out of my consciousness. 


Actually, a similar thing had happened when Cordero added a single note that | had not seen missing 
in one of my works. He pointed gracefully to these strange things that happen when composing. 


Number VI -John Donne's 'No man is an Island Alone’ is a great challenge. It is too beautiful that 
makes it extremely difficult to be converted into a song, not the words but the feelings...

It is 3 min 35 sec. The thing | heard was more loud, many bells ringing in the bell tower. But it came 
out as a sublime abstraction.

| had expected a more expressive piece but it turned out to be a reserved-restrained work. 


| still have doubts about it so there may be some retouches. If you have any concerns please make 
me know.
